Hillyer.  He  prepared  at  the  Kent  (Conn.)  School  and  graduated 
from  Harvard,  cum  laude,  with  our  Class.  In  1928  he  received 
an  honorary  A.M.  degree  at  Trinity  College,  Connecticut,  and  in 
1954,  a  Litt.D.  degree  at  the  University  of  Delaware.  In  World  War 
I  he  served  as  an  ambulance  driver  with  the  French  Army  and  won 
a  citation  from  the  French  government.

He  was  born  June  8,  1892,  in  Minneapolis,  the  son 
of  Severin  and  Mary  (Olson)  Nelson.  He  prepared  at  North  High 
School  in  Minneapolis  and  received  an  A.B.  at  Harvard  in  1918,  as 
of  our  Class,  and  an  A.M.  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  1938. 
During  World  War  I  he  was  an  ensign  in  the  Navy.  He  was  a  retired 
school  teacher,  having  last  taught  in  the  Hunter-Tannersville  Central 
School  in  New  York.

He 
prepared  at  Boston  Latin  School  and  received  a  war  degree  at 
Harvard  in  1921,  as  of  our  Class.  His  years  at  college  were  inter¬ 
rupted  by  service  in  the  Ambulance  Corps  in  France  and  Italy 
during  World  War  I.  In  1922  he  joined  the  American  Telephone  & 
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Telegraph  Company  in  New  York,  and  remained  with  them, 
except  for  military  service,  until  1956,  when  he  retired  and  moved  to 
Kennebunkport,  Maine.  In  1924  he  joined  the  107th  Infantry  Regi¬ 
ment  and  advanced  from  private  to  major  and  commanding  officer, 
Third  Battalion,  Seventh  Regiment.

ALAN  GRANT  PAINE  died  April  8,  1958,  at  Spokane,  Washing¬ 
ton,  where  he  was  born  January  5,  1895,  the  son  of  Waldo  Grant 
and  Laura  Louise  (Nettleton)  Paine.  He  prepared  at  North  Central 
High  School  in  Spokane  and  graduated  from  Harvard  with  our 
Class.  After  service  in  the  Army,  as  a  lieutenant,  during  World  War 
I,  he  returned  to  Spokane,  spent  two  years  as  assistant  to  the  secre-

Peabody.  He  prepared  at  Wendell  Phillips  High  School  in  Chicago 
and  graduated  from  Harvard  with  our  Class.  In  1923  he  received  an 
S.T.B.  degree  and  in  1930  an  S.T.M.  degree  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary.  During  World  War  I  he  was  an  Infantry  captain  and 
after  the  war  entered  relief  work  in  the  Near  East.

He  was  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Anne 
Rhea  Wilson,  whom  he  married  in  1924,  a  son,  Lawrence  Wilson, 
and  a  daughter,  Louise  Rhea  (Mrs.  Howard  B.  Hutchinson).  There 
were  four  grandchildren  at  the  time  of  his  death.

ALLEN  POTTER  died  September  26,  1958,  at  Jamaica  Plain, 
Massachusetts.  The  son  of  William  Henry  and  Mary  Louise  (Allen) 
Potter,  he  was  born  August  12,  1895,  in  Boston.  He  prepared  at 
Brookline  (Mass.)  High  School  and  graduated  from  Harvard  with 
our  Class.  After  service  in  the  Medical  Corps  during  World  War  I, 
and  a  year  spent  at  the  Graduate  School,  he  worked  as  chief  chemist 
in  a  tannery  and  with  a  shoe  manufacturer.  From  1921  to  1928,  he 
was  in  the  investment  banking  field  and  then  entered  the  investment 
management  field,  as  vice-president  and  director  of  William  B. 
Nichols  &  Company.  Eventually  he  became  New  England  manager 
and  later  vice-president  of  the  Lawrence  Warehouse  Company,  the 
largest  firm  of  field  warehouse  operators  in  the  country.

He  prepared 
at  Milton  Academy  and  spent  four  years  at  Harvard  with  our  Class. 
During  World  War  I,  he  served  in  the  Navy  and  then  entered  the 
importing  and  exporting  business.  Eater  he  was  a  bond  salesman 
in  New  York  City  with  Eastman,  Dillon  &  Company  and  Loomis

He  was  born  May  6,  1895,  in  Milton, 
Massachusetts,  the  son  of  Philip  Murray  and  Mary  Blaisdell  (Gard¬ 
ner)  Reynolds.  He  prepared  at  St.  George’s  School  and  graduated

He  pre¬ 
pared  at  East  Boston  High  School,  graduated  from  Harvard  with 
our  Class  and  received  an  LL.B.  at  Boston  University  in  1926.  He 
served  in  the  Army  during  World  War  I  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Newton  Selective  Service  Board  during  World  War  II.  After  a 
year  as  an  apprentice  in  the  law  firm  of  Tyler,  Eames,  Wright  & 
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Hooper  in  Boston,  he  entered  into  private  practice.  He  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  law  firm  of  Rome,  Weinstein  &  Wolbarsht.

Sonnabend,  he  was  born  November  18,  1896,  in  Boston.  He  attended 
Boston  Latin  School  before  coming  to  Harvard  where  he  received 
an  A.B.  in  1917,  and  an  LL.B.  in  1922.  After  graduation  from  the 
Law  School  he  practised  law  in  Boston  and  New  York  City  until 
1929,  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  and  Massachusetts  bars.  He 
then  became  legal  counsel  and  credit  manager  for  several  Newr 
England  firms,  but  left  this  field  to  go  into  a  jewelry  business  of

A  veteran  of  both  World  Wars,  he  served  as  an  ambulance 
driver  with  the  American  Field  Service  and  with  the  A.E.F.  during 
World  War  I,  and  as  a  captain  in  the  Army  in  the  South  Pacific 
during  World  War  II.  He  was  a  registered  representative  of  the 
New  York  Stock  Exchange  and  was  associated  with  the  Boston 
investment  firm  of  Paine,  Webber,  Jackson  &  Curtis  for  more  than 
thirty  years.

JAMES  PERRY  THURBER  died  November  19,  1957,  at  Milton, 
Massachusetts.  The  son  of  William  Bartlett  and  Julia  Bourne  (Perry) 
Thurber,  he  was  born  June  7,  1895,  in  Burlington,  Vermont.  He 
prepared  at  Milton  Academy  and  graduated  from  Harvard  with 
our  Class.  During  World  War  I  he  served  in  France  with  the 
Second  Division  and  was  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre.  In  1920  he 
joined  the  New  England  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  and 
was  an  official  of  the  company  when  he  retired  in  1955.  Since  then 
he  had  been  a  science  teacher  at  Milton  Academy. 

He  was  active  in  town  affairs  in  Milton,  having  served  ten  years 
on  the  Sewer  Commission  and  had  been  a  member  of  many  special 
committees.

ABBOT  TREADWELL,  JR.,  died  November  24,  1960,  in  New 
York  City,  where  he  was  born  November  29,  1894,  the  son  of  Abbot 
and  Ellen  Marion  (Abbot)  Treadwell.  He  prepared  at  St.  Paul’s 
School  and  received  an  A.B.  at  Harvard  in  1916,  as  of  our  Class. 
He  served  as  a  second  lieutenant  in  France  during  World  War  I 
and  was  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre.  After  the  war  he  was  with 
the  Guaranty  Trust  Company  of  New  York  until  1924  when  he 
became  associated  with  Lee  Higginson  &  Company,  remaining  with 
them  for  about  nine  years.  He  then  worked  for  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  of  New  York  and  in  1938  joined  the  American  Viscose  Cor¬ 
poration.  He  was  head  cashier  at  their  office  in  the  Empire  State 
Building  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1959.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Grand  Jury  Association  of  New  York  County.  In  1926  he 
married  Mrs.  Grace  Ansley  (Holden)  Badger  who  survived  him.  He 
had  two  stepchildren,  Richard  Cort  Holden,  ’41,  and  Elizabeth 
Ansley  Holden  (Mrs.  Scudder  Parker). 

JOHN  PANTELEMON  VAKHLIOTES  died  June  25,  1957,  at 
Athens,  Greece.  The  son  of  Pantelemon  and  Georgia  (Bacopoulon) 
Vakhliotes,  he  was  born  August  15,  1890,  in  Tripolis,  Greece.  He 
prepared  at  the  Greek  Gymnasium  and  received  an  S.B.  at  Harvard 
in  1918,  as  of  our  Class.  He  was  chief  of  the  consumers’  department 
of  Athens  Pireus  Electricity  Company  but  had  retired  because 
of  illness,  at  the  time  of  our  last  Report.  He  had  formerly  been  an 
engineer  with  the  Hellenic  Power  &  Traction  Company  in  Athens. 
He  was  commander  in  the  American  Legion  from  1953  to  1955,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Engineering  Association  of  Greece  and 
Parnassus  Philosophical  Society.  In  our  last  Report  he  wrote  that  his 
wife’s  name  was  Kiki.  They  had  one  child,  Emmanuel.  There  was 
one  grandchild. 

STUART  CARY  WELCH  died  October  21,  1959,  at  Buffalo,  New 
York,  where  he  was  born  August  7,  1895,  the  son  of  Thomas  Cary 
and  Jean  Augusta  (Baker)  Welch.  He  attended  St.  Paul’s  School 
before  coming  to  Harvard  where  he  received  an  A.B.  in  1917,  and 
a  Master  in  Architecture  degree  in  1922.  During  World  War  I  he 
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was  an  aviator  assigned  by  the  Army  to  the  British  Royal  Flying 
Corps  and  during  World  War  II,  was  commanding  officer  of  New 
York  State  Civil  Air  Patrol  Wing  and  held  the  rank  of  colonel.  He 
practised  architecture  in  Buffalo  and  then  became  business  manager 
for  the  Buffalo  Times.  When  this  paper  was  sold  he  went  to  New 
York  and  began  working  for  the  government  as  State  reconditioning 
supervisor  in  the  Home  Owners’  Loan  Corporation.  He  remained 
there  for  five  years  and  then  returned  to  Buffalo  and  the  practice 
of  architecture.  At  the  time  of  our  last  Report  he  wrote  that  he  was 
a  retired  architect. 

In  1940  he  went  back  into  flying  and  got  a  private  license.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  national  executive  board  and 
directed  the  flying  group’s  activities  in  ten  northeastern  states.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  National 
Aeronautic  Association,  Aero  Club  of  Buffalo  and  the  Air  Force 
Association.  He  was  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Harriet 
Taggert  Mack,  whom  he  married  in  1924,  two  children,  Harriet 
Mack  (Mrs.  Charles  R.  F.  C.  Compton)  and  Stuart  Cary,  Jr.,  ’50, 
and  four  grandchildren. 

BUTLER  ROLAND  WILSON,  JR.,  died  February  3,  1955,  at 
New  York  City.  The  son  of  Butler  Roland  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
(Evans)  Wilson,  he  was  born  November  11,  1896,  in  Boston.  He 
prepared  at  Boston  Latin  School  and  graduated  from  Harvard  with 
our  Class.  During  World  War  I  he  served  overseas  in  the  Army.  In 
1927  he  was  in  the  building  construction  business  in  Boston  and  in 
1937  was  in  the  real  estate  business  with  Miller  &  Company  in 
Boston.  He  married  Esther  K.  Hawkins  in  1922.  Wilson  had  been 
carried  as  a  “Lost”  man  on  our  records  since  the  time  of  our  Thirtieth 
Anniversary  Report.
